The 
marriage of an old bachelor is regarded by 
many of these people in the light of a per- 
sonal injury ; aud tho chances are that he 
alifjiate.s, or irreparably offends, two-thirds 
of liis professed friends. It is argued thai 
an aged man— already far advanced hi tin- 
sere and yollow leaf — has no right to tie 
hini.sclf iu such a manner, it being his im- 
perative duty to remain single and look after 
tho interest of those, who have sacrificed so 
much on his behalf. The chances aro that 
his marriage is one of convenience more 
than actual love, both on his part and that 
of his wife' She, perhaps, takes him be- 
cause ho is wealthy, nnd can provide her 
with a first-rate establishment; he, proba- 
bly, marries her because ho feels insuffer- 
ably lonely, and wishes to luivo a home of 
his own, whore, if he cannot do everything 
exactly as ho likes, hois certain of meet- 
ing with a real 
welcome. He becomes 


tired, no doubt, of living with others, who, 
if expediency demand tlioy should do so, 
will not hesitate about casting him adrift.

This generates* selfish- 
ness, 
which iu time becomes chrome. 


Further, every service which i-; rendered 
him being paid for in some way or other, 
he deems himself privileged Iu snap nnd 
snarl if thing* are not exactly to his liking. 
This induces the belief, on his part, thnfchis 
comfort is paramount to everybody else's, 
and should on all occasions receive the 
tirst and most careful consideration. Thus 
he loses bis equanimity if people—even 
those who arc not beholden to him in any
